REQUEST RDO NIAMEY ATTEMPT CONFIRM WITH OPVN AND FAC. 

6. NEOGITATONS WITH TRUCKERS TO BYPASS OCDN BOTTLENECK BY 
TRUCKING GOODS DIRECTLY FROM COTONOU TO MALI BROKE DOWN LAST 
WEEK. OCDN REFUSED TO LET TRUCKS LOAD IN COTONOU WHEN MERCHAND- 
ISE WAS AWAITING TRUCK TRANSPORT IN PARAKOU. THIS IS CONSISTENT 
WITH OCDN POSITION FROM START THAT TRUCKS COULD LOAD IN COTONOU 
ONLY IF THEY WERE STANDING IDLE IN PARAKOU. TO PERMIT TRCUKS 

TO LOAD OUR SORGHUM IN COTONOU WHILE TRUCKS WERE NEEDED TO TRANS- 
PORT NIGER COMMODITIES FROM PARAKOU WOULD IN EFFECT GIVE MALI 
A PRIORITY OVER NIGER. IN ANY CASE, TRUCKERS AVAILABLE IN 
COTONOU FOR GAO RUN ONLY HAD 100 MT ASSURED CAPACITY. 

7. PORT EVACUATION FIGURES THIS WEEK ARE BY FAR THE BEST THIS 
YEAR AS NIGER REPRESENTATIONS FINALLY TAKING EFFECT. CONCLUSION 
REF A THAT WE WILL BE LUCKTY XTO AVERAGE 1500 MT TO GAO PER 
MONTH STILL STANDS. HOWEVER. EVEN AT 370MT/DAY, IT WILL TAKE 
OVER A MONTH TO CLEAR NIGER'S ESSENTIAL FOOD FROM PORT. AND 

AS WE POINTED OUT REF B AND SUBSEQUENTLY IN PREVIOUS REFTELS, 

OUT GRAIN CAN ONLY FLOW NORTHWARD SLOWLY UNLESS A PRIORITY 
OF MALI'S NEEDS OVER NIGER'S IS ESTABLISHED.
